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Today we are faced with a world situation 
that is more confused and at the same time more 
critical than ever before. The .problems that lie 
before us cannot be ignored, but must be solved. 
Our scientific progress has been great and yet it 
has contributed little towards the general wel¬ 
fare. Most of our efforts have been and still are 
devoted to the development of bigger and better 
ways of destroying our fellow man. 

It seems strange that, in a completely har¬ 
monious universe where natural laws function 
with clocklike precision, man alone is responsible 
for his sorry plight. We are all faced with a re¬ 
sponsibility and at the same time an opportunity 
to contribute our bit to the general welfare, and 
even though you might feel that yours is an in¬ 
significant part you must recognize the fact that 
the sum total of individual contributions will 
determine future world events. The task of 
building a new and better world is, however, 
long and arduous, requiring a great deal of work 
and unlimited patience. 

I have no intention or desire of presenting to 
you a picture of world conditions that seem with¬ 
out hope; for such is not the case. We must, 
however, recognize the problem before attempt¬ 
ing a solution. If we desire a peaceful, happy 
harmonious world then we must work toward 
that end. This we must do and at every oppor¬ 
tunity and upon every occasion. 

All of us should realize our good fortune in 
living in a democracy. We should do everything 
possible to purify and preserve our form of 
government. It is true that evil and abuses exist 
which, under no circumstances, should be con¬ 
sidered inevitable. The same privileges if ex¬ 
tended throughout the world help us greatly in 
achieving our purpose. 

May your contributions to world peace and 
understanding be noteworthy and bring you 
success, happiness, and fame.
